Indianapolis, Feb. 27 ( IP) 
Governor Paul V. McNutt said 
today a bill has been prepared 
for introduction in the legisla­ 
ture providing for a reduction in 
the max imum salaries of city 
and town officials. 
The governor estimated th at 
if passed the bill would save 
from $200,000 to $250,000 annual­ 
ly on the max imum salaries of 
city and town officers. 
The bill would fix the m ax i­ 
mum salaries th a t could be paid. 
Further reductions m ight be or­ 
dered by city councils. 
The governor indicated th at 
he ex pected prompt passage of 
the measure. 
He said he ex pected early ac­ 
tion also on a bill to postpone 
for one y ear the municipal elec­ 
tions th at under present law 
would be held nex t November in 
cities and towns throughout the 
state.

He say s Germany is willing to do 
away with all armies and armaments if other 
natio ns will do the same. 
This is fine idealistic thinking. There wou ld be 
no definite need of great armies, nav ies, air 
forces and costly arm ament for any nation if ail 
were on a parity in the situ ation. It wou ld re­ 
du ce gov ernmental ex penses greatly . It woiu d 
promote a feeling of peace and good-will among 
all nations. It wou ld giv e time for the dev el­ 
opment of worth while things, fu rthering indu s­ 
try , arts and edu cation if only the money and 
effort formerly u sed in national defense was 'di­ 
rected in that direction.

Japan is well armed and knows what 
it wants. It is going after it in a fashion that 
is not to be denied. China is weak and torn by 
internal strife. The opportu nity is there and 
Japan is making the most of it, regardless of 
solemn treaties, rights of others and world wide 
disapprov al. 
International peace and world-wide disarma­ 
ment is a fine thing bu t it can nev er be a re­ 
ality so long as we hav e with u s ev en one nation 
like Japan, not to mention others th at are not 
so mu ch different. It is too bad bu t the facts 
cannot be denied.

Nishi, has taken up the attack in 
place of the troops of Lt. Gen. 
Yoshimichi Suzuki, who led in 


the conquests of Chaoy ang and 
nearly two months ago, of Shan- 
haikv v an. 
The J apanese plan has been to 
hav e the troops of Generals Ni­ 
shi and Sakamoto take up the 
heav y fighting in the crucial

and Lingy uan. The latter’s troops

This line is through the moun­ 
tain passes of Lingy uan, Chin- 
feng and Wukungfu, half-way 
points for the J apanese columns 
adv ancing on J ehol City , the seat 
of the Chinese prov incial gov ern­ 
ment. 
(A Chinese Communique is­ 
sued at the Peiping military 
headquarters 
s ai d 
J apanese 
planes already had bombed Lin­ 
gy uan and Chef eng.) 
J apanese planes bombing the 
neighborhood of Lingy uan, 60 
miles southwest of Chaoy ang, 
which was captured Saturday , 
reported 1,000 Chinese casualties 
resulting from the bombardment. 
The Chinese estimated their 
total casualties at 1,000 and 
claimed 600 J apanese were killed 
and wounded near Lingy uan. 
A f t e r 
scaling 
Lingy uan’s 
heights, the J apanese ex pect to 
make a speedy adv ance ov er the 
7 5 mile highway to J ehol City . 
The other main offensiv e, driv ­ 
ing down the snow-cov ered and 
wind-lashed 
Mongolian 
desert 
from the ex treme northeast, also 
anticipates 
easy 
going 
after 
scaling Chihfeng, 9 0 miles from 
the capital. This column was re­ 
ported passing through Hopei, 9 5 
miles southwest of Kailu, at 10 
a. m. today . Chihfeng was about 
50 miles away . 
Another offensiv e, which did 
not enter J ehol prov ince until 
y esterday , claimed v ictory today 
in what was described as the 
hardest battle y et fought in the 
campaign. This force entered 
from the southern tip of Man­ 
churia, only abut 40 miles north 
of the Great Wall of China, and 
wa§ heading for the Pass at Wu­ 
kungfu.
